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SEPTEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.90 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3*90  for  September  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The 
uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butt erf at  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be  adjusted 
by  a  differential  of  7.3  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling 
charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  showed  a  slight  increase  over  August  production, 
but  this  increase  was  less  than  recorded  for  September  over  August  of  a  year  ago. 
This  increase  in  production  in  September  has  been  a  normal  trend  every  since  the 
inception  of  the  base-excess  plan,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  year.  The 
average  daily  herd  production  continues  to  stay  above  500  pounds,  January  1957 
being  the  only  month  this  year  that  it  was  below.  On  the  basis  of  the  present 
statistics,  it  appears  that  February  will  be  low  month  for  the  year  1957  on  a  daily 
average  production  for  the  whole  market.  Before  the  base-excess  plan,  October  or 
Wovember  were  usually  the  low  production  months  of  the  year. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  decreased  about  one-half  percent  from  August  on  a  daily  basis,  and 
with  the  slight  increase  in  producer  receipts,  gave  us  a  two  percent  lower  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk.  This  month* s  sales  were  13.56  percent  over  a  year 
ago,  while  production  was  almost  25  percent  over  a  year  ago. 

CLASS  FP.ICES  FOR  OCTOBER 


The  Class  I  price  for  October  will  be  $4.21  per  hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  and 
$3.81  per  hundredweight  for  Class  II.  The  Class  III  price  will  be  determined  at 
the  end  of  October  on  the  current  monthly  price  of  the  twelve  condenser ies.  In 
addition  to  this,  there  is  reported  to  be  a  negotiated  price  of  at  least  $U.U5 
per  hundredweight  for  3.5  percent  milk,  or  actually  a  premium  of  21  cents  per 
hundredweight  on  Class  I  milk  between  handlers  and  producer  cooperative 
associations.
